"Purchaser Eligible for Special Credit Assistance" means a 
Canadian citizen or landed immigrant who, at the time of 
application, is the owner, purchaser under an agreement for 
sale or tenant for a period of not less than three years, and 
the operator of a farm; has as his principal occupation the 
operation of that farm; has assets not exceeding $60,000 as 
determined by the Agency; is prepared to purchase, consistent 
with the purposes of the program, additional land such that 
the consolidated farm unit will in the opinion of the Agency 
have sufficient land, labour and capital under his management 
to be a viable commercial farm; makes application for special 
credit assistance and accepts all terms and conditions of

Listing Service 
To facilitate contact between prospective buyers and sellers, 


the Agency will provide a listing service.

A farmer who appears to meet the criteria as an eligible vendor 
may list his farm for sale with the Agency and such listings 


will be open to the public. 


A prospective purchaser may list his requirements with the 
Agency; if his circumstances are such that purchase by him would 
not render the vendor ineligible for an assistance grant. Lists 


of prospective purchasers will be open to eligible vendors. 


Assistance to Purchasers 
In addition to. the normal, loan. provisions: of the. Farm Credit Act, 


purchasers,eligible for special credit assistanceymay be given 
the option of, purchasing land, available, from, eligtole vendure by 
means of an agreement for sale with the Agency. Under this option, 
the Agency may purchase land from an eligible vendor and resell 
it.concurrently to the purchaser, at the price paid by the 
Agency, under an agreement for sale. In respect of sales not 
exceeding $20,000, the purchaser will be required to make a 
down-payment of $200, with the balance repayable over a period 
not in excess of 26 years at the interest rate in effect under 
the Farm Credit Act. In respect of sales exceeding $20,000 the 
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level of down-payment will be as prescribed by the Minister. 

The purchaser shall not be required to encumber his other 
assets as security and, in the event of termination of the 
agreement for sale by mutual consent or by either party thereto, 
‘any loss to the Agency on the transaction shall not be 


recoverable from the purchaser. 


If the price agreed upon between the eligible vendor and the 
purchaser is in excess of the Agency's estimate of market value, 
the purchaser shall be required to pay such excess from his own 
resources.

5. Assistance to Vendors 
1. Assistance Grants 
A. The Minister may pay an assistance grant to each eligible 
vendor, in an amount of $1500 plus 10 per cent of the 
actual Sale price, to a maximum grant of $3500, casimvaiue, 
excepting that where the Agency is purchasing the farm 
without concurrent resale and at not more than 90 per cent 
of its estimate of market value or where an appraisal of 
the land being sold indicates that the reported price is 
substantially above the estimate of market value, the

Annuities. 

An eligible vendor will have the option of receiving his 
assistance grant in cash, or in the form of an annuity. 
Where’the ‘sale of the farm:is financed sby the Agency, an 
eligible vendor will have the .optioneofiireceiving all ox 
part of the monies payable to him, from the proceeds of 
the sale price of the farm and his assistance grant, in 


the form<of an annuity! . 


An eligible vendor who has chosen to receive an annuity 
will, upon request’ during its term, be entitled to receive 


fiewocurrent value of his annuity in cash. 


Use of Farm Home 

An eligible vendor may make arrangements with a purchaser 
to retain ownership, or the right of occupancy for himself 
and his spouse during their lifetime or for a specified 
period of time, of the farm home and a suitable surrounding 
area of land, and such arrangements shall not make him 


ineligible for an assistance grant. 


Purchases for Later Resale 

The Agency may purchase an uneconomic farm from an eligible 
vendor, where there is no other purchaser immediately 
available, at a price not in excess of 90 per cent of the 
Agency's estimate of its market value, where, in the opinion 
of the Agency, the land would have a reasonable chance of 
resale for farming purposes, within a reasonable period SF 
time, at or near the purchase price. 

Such purchases will be limited to a small percentage of the 


total sales by eligible vendors under the program. Priority 


for such purchases will be given to vendors who have suitable 
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alternative means of income immediately available, which 

would require them to move from the farm, and to vendors 

WhOrare ready to retire and who, because of ii) Health or 
inadequate income, could not wait until a purchaser could 
be found. 


6. Disposal of Land Acquired Without Concurrent Resale 


Where the Agency has purchased land from an eligible vendor, 
without concurrent resale, it will endeavour to sell the land 
for farming purposes, as soon as feasible. Prospective 
purchasers who are eligible for Special Credit Assistance may 
purchase such land under an agreement for sale as provided 
under “Assistance to Purchasers". A purchaser eligible for 
special Credit Assistance will be given priority over other 
prospective purchasers, providing hejisewillingsto pay a price 


‘that’ is equal to the price paid by the Agency for the land.
